I just made a gain check of the NE5532 Audio Amp. Measured 
overall gain from the output pins of U3, pins 4 and 5 
to help diagnose my troubles. 


Usd my Heathkit AO-1 and scope. 
Removed last NE602 Mixer U3. 


Injected 100 mvpp 800 hz into U3 pin 4. 

Measured audio amp output at junction of C27-R14. 
Output was 1100 mvpp. 

Gain is 1100mv/100mv= 11 


Injected 100 mvpp into U3 pin 5. 
This caused 3800 mvpp output at C27-R14 junction. 
Gain = 3800 mv/100mv = 38 


These are singled gain checks. 

They appear to be quite unbalanced. 
Guess I'd better check every component 
near the NE5532 for stuffing error or 
bad part. 


I wish someone with a KNOWN GOOD SW30+ or SW40+ kit 

would make a similar SINGLE ENDED gain check. Meassages from our Elmers 
says these gains should be the same. Since my GAINS are NOT THE SAME, 

I have a lot of work to do to find the causes and a fix. 


Audio Filter Rough Response Curve. 


Injected 100 mvpp sinewave into U3 pin 5 
caused 3800 mv at 800 hz. 


Increased frequency above 800 hz until 
output voltage peaked. It peaked at 952 hz. 


Increased frequency above 925 hz 

until output dropped to half of 925 hz 
amplitude with same 100 mvpp input. 
Dropped to half amplitude at 1190 hz. 


Decreased input frequency below 800 hz, 
same 100 mvpp input, 

until output amplitude dropped to 

1/2 amplitude at 925 hz. Did so at 625 hz. 


Does this bandpass looked as expected?

I bought a MBC262 panel from Solar Electric in San Diego. It is a .7 amp 
flexible panel that keeps my trailer battery up and will charge a small 
gell cell in just a few hours. Mounted it (has grommet holes in the 
corners) on a white acrylic sheet (1/4") that will stand like an easel and 
a longish cord to the battery so I can manually track the sun around the 
camp site. Panel came with a very nice lead and blocking diode and fuse 
already on it. 


They have a website: www.solarelectricinc.com and the phone is 
800-842-5678. Very nice folks. Current price on a recent flyer was $129. 


I use the Micro M controller ($25) from Mike Bryce WB8VGE which will handle 
up to 2 amps of current. Just added leads and fuses and put it into a 
small plastic Radio Shack box that I mounted to the plastic sheet holding 
the panel. The Micro M has an LED to show whats going on. I should also 
mention that Mike has a full line of panels and bigger controllers too. 

His email is: prosolar@sssnet.com and the phone is 330-832-3114. He sells 
a similar flexible panel to mine - the MSX-10 for about the same price. 


The whole set up works very well and for just ham operation would be 
painless - operate off one battery while charging another. I have not 
tried operation from a battery while the panel is on though the .7 amps at 
21 or 22 volts should not be a problem if the battery is in line. It is 
just easier to have two gell cells. 


So my system cost about $200 for the panel, controller and two 4 aH gell 
cells. Not a bad way to have a full battery for a whole week of camping 


and the kids can't even run the trailer battery down too far :-)

Until the new QST arrived I had been thinking of a 5/8 wave vertical but 
that requires radials. Could someone with an antenna modeling program 
run and e-mail me results for 75 meter bi-square with apex at 190 ft 
using #20 and again using #25 AWG copper, open wire feeder from the 
vertex to tuner at ground (about 25 ft). Soil would be very poor

-just a thought... I've had MUCH more luck supporting wire 
from a kite, usually the SCOTT SLED design made from 
taped-together large garbage bags. Balloons have too much 
drag in a breeze to maintain height. In either case, fly the 
kite (baloon) as hi as possible and suspend the array from 
the line as hi as you need it. For instance, a 500' tether 
will put a kite at ~350'. If the antenna needs ~200' of vert., 
that leaves 150' to damp normal yawing effects. 


With tether anchored at the appropriate spot, you'll be able 
to position the array & feed point right where you want it. 
The tether/anchor will require constant attention so don't 
try this alone. 


How much lift you ask? a SCOTT SLED of ~ 6' x 8' will support 
up to 20 lbs easily -depending on the breeze, of course. 
A 20+ mph off shore breeze broke 40 lb test line. This means 
there is grave potential DANGER in a large kite - unless 
adequate safety precautions are taken. 
Keep us posted on your project!

I have added the tick-1 keyer to my Norcal 40A and I am frustrated by the 
following problem: 


I have mounted the tick-1 board inside the Norcal 40A on standoffs attached 
to the rear 


panel. The keyer function works great and I am using the internal sidetone 
of the 40A to 
monitor the keyer and it works great. 


The problem is in hearing the programming tones of the keyer. I am unable 
to use the 

piezoelectric supplied with the kit as I use the rig at my desk near the 
computer and it drives the 

teenagers nuts to have to listen to my keeying (maybe this is not entirely 
a bad thing ;)) 


By varying the values of R3 and R4 I have managed to find an acceptible 
level of audio 

injection of the tones to “inject into the Norcal's audio chain"..herein 
lies the rub; 

when I inject the sidetone (from J6-1 on the tick) into the audio chain 
(pin 2 or 3 of 

the LM-386; across R4 (from the source to drain of Q2) my receive noise 
level increases 

significantly! I can still hear the stations but the backround noise really 
increases... 

HELP! 


As a related matter I would disable the internal sidetone of the Norcal and 
rely on the 

Tick-1's sidetone entirely if I knew just how to disable the sidetone in 
the 40a. 


As a last resort I could remove the tick from inside the rig and set the 
tick-1 up 

as an external keyer..but this is then one more thing to carry and I was 
desiring 

to get away from that. 


Any help you may provide will be greatly appreciated.

Howdy Seab, 


I get the QRP-L in digest mode so if somebody has already responded to your 
satisfaction, just skip this message. 


My favorite places for getting solar info are (in no particular order): 


Real Goods (http://www.realgoods.com/ ) They are kind of pricey and you 
may not agree with their politics but you have got to give them credit for 
putting their money where their mouth is. Their "building" outside Hopland, 
CA is totally solar powered and made of straw-bales. Building is in quotes 
because they have about 10 acres of fascinating stuff, if you like gardens 
and ponds and stuff like that. 


Kansas Wind Power, Dept CS98, 13569 214th Rd, Holton, KS 66436, 785-364-4407 
(no web site that I can find) is also very good. His catalog is around $4 
but is well worth it as it is the size of a small magazine (5"x8" and 3/4" 
thick). He goes into a lot of detail about sizing your system in the 
catalog. 


Home Power magazine (http://www.homepower.com/hp/) has a lot of good info 
available on their website. 


These places should help you get started. 


To figure out how big a system you need, start with how much power you are 
planning to use for the duration of FD. Don't forget to include lights and 
"invisible" loads like clocks or keyers. Current times voltage times time 
in use will give you a figure in WattHours (WHr). Hopefully you won't get 
to the KiloWHr like the electric company does! 


Next, how many hours of sun can you get? You are in NY like me so I would 
figure about 10 hours (it is also an easy number to calculate with). Start 
flipping through the catalogs to find a solar panel that is in your price 
range. Dollars per watt is also something to compare from panel to panel. 
Look at the loaded output of the panel in watts and multiply that by the 
number of hours of sun you have to see how much power the panel will produce 
in the day. If you are a conservative, paranoid, belt AND suspenders type 
(like me) you might cut that figure by 25% just to be safe. Add panels till 
you get enough power. 


I would just use a deep cycle marine battery and not worry about it. Witha 
QRP radio that should work fine. In fact that is what I did for FYBO. If 


you want I can tell you some of the thoughts on battery size behind the 
solar install I am currently working on. 


Charge controllers can be kind of expensive. They are used to prevent the 
battery from overcharging. They have different features but you want to 
match up the power handling capability of the charge controller with the 
power produced by the solar panel. If your solar panel has a max voltage of 
13.8 volts or so, you might want to forgoe the controller altogether. This 
would probably work for a short duration event like FD but for longer term 
preservation of your batteries, you definitely want one. 


I won't talk about trackers here but they can add about 20% more power in 
any given day. 


This has been a quick and dirty overview, but if you have more questions 
just e-mail me and I will try to help out.

Nope, not a typo, you just assumed the wrong units:) I picked up a DSS 
dish and LNBF at Dayton (should have got two) and they operate in the 
Ku-band, 12.5-12.7GHz. Is anyone out there playing with these? Anyone 
done a conversion to 10GHz? 


I've played with it enough to watch some NBC video feeds, and pick up some 
scrambled "stuff". I don't have the "box" just the dish and feed horn 
tied to two gel cells and an old B&W TV. I need to understand the basic 
DSS system before I try to move this thing down 2GHz. Right now aiming 
and alinging the dish is by "best guess". Does someone out there have one 
(that they installed) that can explain how to calulate which way to point 
the thing for a particular satellite? I.E. I'm at 38N 77W and the sat is 
at 84W and geosynchronus (ON?). I know I point it a little bit SW (84-77) 
but at what angle? 7 degrees (bearing of 187) don't seem right. The 
offset feed is numbing my brain, with the paraboloid dish set vertically 
it's actually looking "up" about 25 degrees. 


Better still, does someone have a copy of the DSS physical installation 
instructions? Tried telling the local retailer I moved and lost the 
instuctions, but they don't have any extras:( Naturally costs will be 
re-imbursed. And no, this is not off topic, but reply privately anyway. 
If I can get to 500mW I'll have a BIG signal for the contests in Aug/Sep. 
Near as I can tell the primary mode is CW, but my goal is to get on 10GHz 
for less than $300. So far I'm at $50 and counting... 


I'll post updates to the list (as it progresses, with web pics if 

someone wants to host them) if there is some interest. For me, microwave 
is a similar hurdle to CW, it looked impossible at first and now it just 
looks incredibly difficult: ) 


For those that are just curious about what I'm doing, fire a few questions 
my way, I always understand things better when I have to actually explain 
how it works:)

letters.
